Its low moisture absorption | 
also makes Orlon fabrics easier | 
to clean.

The problem which now pre- 
vents even more widespread ex- | 
perimental use of Orlon is the 
difficulty of dyeing the fiber.

only other two all-synthetic 
fibers now in general use, nylon

Synthetic fibers account for 
only one percent of the overall 
| textile uses. Last year over seven 
| billion pounds of fibers were con- 
{sumed in the United States. 
| Seventy percent of the total tex- 
tile and cordage products are 
cotton. 

Before considering the use of 
Orlon as a consumer fabric, the 
| toxie properties of both the poly- 
mer from which the yarn is pre- 
| pared and the yarn itself were 
|thoroughly investigated. They 
have both been classified as non- 
hazardous, that is, no dermatitis 
or skin eruptions developed from

Shrinking will be a forgotten 
thing, since Orlon, like nylon, 
can be “heat set.” 

Decorative striping for the pin- 
stripes in men’s woolen and 
worsted suits are, at the present 
time, often made of acetate ray- 
on. This fiber, however, has low 
strength and abrasion resistance. 
Orlon filament yarns, not col- 
ored by dye, would be an inter- 
esting substitute for acetate ray- 
on in pin stripes, and would not 
have these disadvantages. 

One of the greatest difficulties 
in making Orlon fiber was to 
find a suitable solvent for poly- 
acrylonitrile, Materials now used 
are organic compounds with such 
complicated names as dimethy) 
methoxyacetamide, tetramethy- 
lene cyclic sulfone, and meta and 
para nitrophenols. 

The name Orlon as applied to 
a fiber does not refer merely to 
a single fiber or yarn but rather 
to various types of Orlon acrylic 
fibers.

“We got nothing but the run- 
around from the U. S. Engineers 
today,” Jones said, “‘so now the 
only way we can stop Orange 
county is by direct action. We've 
played nice so far end they’ve 
taken advantage of us. | 

“We asked them to wait for a| 
decision of the state water au- 
thorities before taking any ac- 
tion. -Instead they went ahead 
and dug their ditches right up to 
the dam. 


“When we registered protest, 
they sunk five-foot pipes 15 feet 
under. the dam and started taking 
our water. 

SUCK OUT WATER 

“Even a fool knows that wattr 
taken from that basin is going 
to suck out Riverside and San 
Bernardino county water. Well, 
they’ve played us for suckers but 
we're ‘not the fools they think we 
are. If the U. S. Engineer’s of- 
fice isn’t interested in stopping 
them, maybe the courts will and 
that’s where we're going to take 
our problem now.”

IRUN, Spain — Just up- 
stream from this Franco-Spanish 
border town is the tiny, historic 
Island of the Pheasants, in the 
middle of the Bidasoa River. 

Equidistant from both France 
and Spain, the barren spit of grass 
and sand is ruled for alternating 
six months periods by the two 
neighboring nations. 

According to Franco-Spanish 
border agreements, sovereignty of 
the Island of the Pheasants passed 
on Aug. 1 to France, which will 
exercise authority on the empty 
island until Feb. 1, 1950, 

OLD TREATY RECALLED 

The ceremony handing over 
authority to the French was held 
in the presence of French and 
Spanish naval and civil authorities 
on the island at the foot of a small 
monument recalling the signing of 
a peace treaty between Louis XIV 
and Felipe IV in 1659. 
| That treaty was negotiated by 
the wily regent Cardinal Mazarin 
and brought to an end 25 years 
of sporadic warfare between the 
two countries. 


UNDER WATER 

Today the island is covered by 
water during the spring rains and 
|measures no more than 20 yards 
in width and 140 in length. 


Each year the Bidasca carries 
|a few yards more of the island into 
|the Bay of Biscay, and perhaps 
the island itself will disappear in 
|the course of this century. No 
| pheasants have lived there in the 
{memory of the oldest Basque bor- 
|der residents. 

During 
| tiation of the Treaty of the Pyr- 
|enees in 1659, however, the then 
larger island was ablaze with all 
|the pomp of the courts of Louis 
XIV and Felipe IV. 

A tent was erected in the middle 
|of the island and declared to be 
|half Spanish and half French. 
|Mazarin and his retinue entered 
by one door and the Spanish Duke ! 
|of Olivares by another. 

By terms of the treaty the Pyr- 
'enees border was fixed and Spain | 
lost possessions in the Low Coun- 
| tries and France. The marriage of 
Louis XIV to Maria Teresa, Felipe 
IV’s daughter, was negotiated at 
the same time.
